REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
manufacturing a bag comprised of joining the edges of a first and second thermoplastic 
fabric sheets, with the opposite edges of a polyolefin film section, to form a prepared 
sheet, "V" folding the prepared sheet along a central axis to form a closed end, and 
sealing the opposing overlapped edges with thermoplastic sealing strips is distinguished 
over the prior art of Daller which does not teach the use of thermoplastic fabric sheets 
and a polyolefin film section as well as thermoplastic sealing strips, the prior art of 
Madderom which does not teach the use of a bag to be "V" folded and the prior art of 
Daniels, which does not teach the use of thermoplastic fabric sheets and a polyolefin 
film section nor the use of a bag to be "V" folded and formed with thermoplastic sealing 
strips.
